W ashington, March 2—-The Hard­ 
ing ad m in stratio n has no Intention 
of attem pting to negotiate a treaty 
with the powers to participate in the 
permanent court 
of 
International 
justice which 
would 
provide 
for 
compulsory arbitration of 
interna­ 
tional disputes, Secretary Hughes de­ 
clared today in a letter to President 
H arding which was sent to the for­ 
eign relations committee. 
The Hughes letter was in reply to 
recent question of the foreign rela­ 
tions committee regarding the recent 
letter of President Harding asking 
the senates approval of American par­ 
ticipation in the court. 
Hughes frankly told the president 
that it would be futile for him to a t­ 
tempt to obtain compulsory arb itra­ 
tion agreem ents with other nations 
after becoming a member of the court 
because the senate would 
not 
ap­ 
prove such action. 
The secretary 
referred to several instances in the 
last 25 years when the 
senate 
re­ 
jected the idea of compulsory arb! 
tration. 
The secretary replied 
mainly 
to 
the questions of Senator Dorah who 
believes that the nations of the world 
should set up some agency with wide 
powers to settle international dis­ 
putes. 
By his letter Hughes Indicates that 
tim adm inistration might favor tin 
plan of compulsory arbitration and 
place 
the 
responsibility 
for 
any 
blocking of it on the senate. 
The se c re ta ry states that of the 46 
nations which have signed the proto­ 
col of the court, about 15 have also 
approved a clause 
for compulsory 
arbitration. 
This 
latter 
clause, 
however does not include the princi­ 
pal nations 
of 
the 
world— Great 
Britain, France, Jap an 
and 
Italy, 
not having given such approval. 
Hughes declared that the ratifi­ 
cation of the court proctocol by the 
senate would 
not 
impose 
on 
the 
United States any of the obligations 
of the treaty of Versailles 
or 
the 
League of Nations 
covenant. 
This 
statement was made in response to a 
question as to whether entrance in 
to the court would hind this country 
to observe the labor provisions of the 
League covenant. 
In response to an inquiry 
as 
to 
whether any other nations had made 
reservations to the court protocol, 
Hughes said he knew of none. 
Regarding compulsory arbitration. 
Hughes wrote the president: 
“ The senate has so clearly defined 
its attitude in opposition to such an 
agreement that until there is ground 
for believing that this attitude has 
changed, it would be entirely futile 
for the executive to negotiate a trea­ 
ty of the sort described. 
“ I can briefly refer to earlier ef 
forts in this direction. 
“ If the senate or even the commit 
tee on foreign relation would indi­ 
cate that a definite point of view is 
now entertained, you might proper­ 
ly consider the advisibility of nego 
tiating such agreem ents” . 
The president sent the Hughes let­ 
ter to the senate with a brief note 
stating that it had his “ most hearty 
approval.

AMKR!' a's Itipil documents sometimes hear the words “and 
of our independence,” which are followed by a numtter represent­ 
ing the years of our separation from i»reat Brit Ain. 
But we sn* 
not really independent of the nation from which we separated 


o u r s e lv e s those many years ago. 
This week President Harding 
affixed his signature to the debl funding hill which s t a te s the term 
on which the debt contracted by Kngland during the World war 
is to he repaid. 
Even our political life is influenced by the hap­ 
penings a t the other side of the world. 
There is no such th.rig as independence in the world order 
of which we are a part. 
Neither individuals nor nations can claim 
complete independence. 
Such a claim is a ridiculous dream that 
is likely to end in a nightmare. 
Dependence is the principle upon 
which all life is ordered. 
The things we eat, wear, find use in our 
homes, come from all parts of the earth. 
The Individual is de­ 
pendent upon a host of other individuals for the common things 
that make life possible. 
If the messages to this effect that were spoken at the Price 
Stabilization congress could he carried to all of the people and ap­ 
preciated by all of the people, they might help forward the solution 
of the problems that confront the farmer. There is no panacea for 
the ills of agriculture, and any improvement that comes will re­ 
sult through the cooperative efforts of, not only the farmer, but 
those others who are dependent upon him, and upon whom he in 
turn Is dependent. 
It is sometimes said that the fanner is inde­ 
pendent, hut such a claim has been disproved by the position in 
which he has been placed during the past two years, 
lf he were 
independent he could save the day himself and ii would not be nec­ 
essary to ask legislators to legislate, bankers to cooperate, railroads 
to assist, and manufacturers ti- reduce the coat of implements used 
on the farm. 
The farmer is dependent on capital and labor, labor is dependent 
on capital, and the farmer and capital at e dependent on labor. 
But 
this dependence is not always as fully realized as it ought to be. 
Farmers who are unfortunate, because conditions work against 
them, are tempted to rise up in wrath and attack capital and labor. 
When the great truth of into independence is learned, capital, labor 
and farmer, will work together and this will bi* to the ii* mutual 
advantage. 
The cost of lab > • helps to determine what the farmer; 
shall pay for the implements he uses, tile Cost o f money decidesi 
matters of credit, and upon these the farmer depends to a Very j 
large extent. 
The present tendency of capital, labor and agriculturalist, to 
fight independently for their own class advantage is subversive of 
their own best interest . and the welfare of the public at large. 
A 
struggle to win results, independent of the o th e r groups that a re 
inter-dependent and upon which those struggling are themselves 
dependent, does not prom ise the millenium. 
Prosperity, and What 
is still more to be valued a good conscience, can never be enjoyed 
by either a man or a group independent of those other individuals 
and groups, to which the man or the group is united by soci;d 
order, economic necessity and the arbitrary law oLinter-depeml- 


this way may not be such that the damage done may not be repair­ 
ed with little cost. 
It is quite possible that future discoveries will lead to the use 
of other materials than th o se that have been commonly used in 
road-building.

to the people until cheaper materials have been found.

W it TUE HOUMES PROBLEMS 


H istory seems to prove that there are epochs in which the 
pooled intelligence of those at the head of governm ents is not 
equal to the task of facing with a bravi' heart the problems that 
clamor ‘or a solution, A fter a great strain has been put upon the 
mental and nervous energy of a nation, the nation is likely to act 
as the individual acts after passing through an unusual strain. 
the attitude of certain nations today is an evidence of a kind of 
national fatigue, resulting in a spirit that prompts a policy th at 
will avoid as fa r as possible any interference in m atters that are 
not thrust upon them. 
During the World war these nations throw themselves in with 
a splendid abandon; nothing that could contribute to victory was 
withheld. 
All interest served the one cause, intelligence was »v- 
leased in an unusual way and wonderful developments in methods 
of attack and defense were perfected. 
Perhaps the release of in­ 
telligence was too great ut that time and could not be sustained 
thiough a longer period, aud flu* idealism that inspired men too 
high to be retained after the end was in sight. 
Lord < urzon expresses the fear that England has lost some­ 
thing oi the national consciousness that in the past has inspired 
the country to “ run risks, dare greatly and do greatly for great 
ends. 
He is opposed to the policy that demands withdrawal from 
those par is ot the world where the problems are most acute. 
Any policy el any nation that calls for retreat from the trou­ 
bles that must be1 faced is inviting new problems by refusing to at­ 
tempt to meet present problems. 
Problems don’t solve themselves 
and unless the stronger nations give their aid to solving them they 
like a disease, will grow worse and worse until, too late, the doc­ 
tor attempts a cure thai; might have been easily won had his skill 
open applied to the case at an earlier date. 
I he nations of the world are under an obligation to solve the 
world s problems and, even though we are tired after a strenuous 
period, we cannot leave the problems that we in our generation 
have created to the next generation which is likely to have prob­ 
lems ol its own even if oip*s are solved in our day.

A m e r i c a 's legal documents sometimes hear the words “and 
of our independence,” which are followed by a number represent­ 
ing the years of our separation from Great Britain. 
But we are 
not really independent of the nation from which we separated 
ourselves those many years ago. 
This week President Harding 
affixed his signature to the debt funding In’ll which states the terms 
on which the debt contracted by England during the World war 
is to he repaid. 
Even our political life is influenced by the hap­ 
penings at the other side of the world. 
There is no such thing as independence in the world order 
of which we are a part. Neither individuals nor nations can claim 
complete independence. 
Such a claim is a ridiculous dream thai 
is likely to end in a nightmare. 
Dependence is the principle upon 
which all life is ordered. The things we eat, wear, .iud use in our 
homes, come from all parts of the earth. 
The individual is de­ 
pendent upon a host of other individuals for the common things 
that make life possible. 
If the messages to this effect that were spoken at the Price 
Stabilization congress could he carried to all of the people and ap­ 
preciated by all of the people, they might help forward the solution 
of the problems that confront the farmer. There is no panacea for 
the ills of agriculture, and any improvement that comes will re­ 
sult through the cooperative efforts of, riot only the farmer, but 
those others who are dependent upon him, and upon whom he in 
turn is dependent. 
It is sometimes said that the farmer is inde­ 
pendent, but such a claim has been disproved by the position iii 
which he has been placed during the past two years. 
If he were 
independent he could save the day himself and it would not he nec­ 
essary to ask legislators to legislate, flankers to cooperate, railroads 
to assist, and manufacturers to reduce the cost of implements used 
on the farm. 
The farmer is dependent on capital and labor, labor is dependent 
on capital, and the farmer and capital are dependent on labor. But 
this dependence is not always as fully realized as it ought to be. 
Farmers who are unfortunate, because conditions work against 
them, are tempted to rise up in wrath and attack capital and labor. 
When the great truth of inter-dependence is learned, capital, labor 
and farmer, will work together and this will be to their mutual^ 
advantage.

The attitude of certain nations today is an evidence of a kind of 
national fatigue, resulting in a spirit that prompts a policy that 
will avoid as far as possible any interference in matters that are 
not thrust upon them. 
During the World war these nations threw themselves in with 
a splendid abandon; nothing that could contribute to victory was 
Withheld. 
All interest served the one cause, intelligence was re­ 
leased in an unusual way and wonderful developments in m e t h o d s 
of attack and defense were perfected. 
Perhaps the release of in­ 
telligence was too great at that lime and could not be sustained 
through a longer period, and tilt* idealism that inspired men too 
high to be retained after the end was in sight. 
Lord Curzon expresses the fear that England has lost some­ 
thing ol the national consciousness that in the past has inspired 
the country to “ run risks, dart* greatly and do greatly for great 
ends. ’ He is opposed to the* policy that demands withdrawal from 
those parts ct the world where the problems are most acute. 
Any policy of any nation that calls for retreat from the trou­ 
bles that must be faced is inviting new problems by refusing to a t­ 
tempt to meet present problems. 
Problems don’t solve themselves, 
and unless the stronger nations give their aid to solving them, they! 
like a disease, will grow worse anti worse until, too late, the doc­ 
tor attempts a cure thai might have been easily won had his skill 
been applied to the case at an earlier date. 
The nations of the world are under an obligation to solve the 
world s problems and, even though we are tired after a strenuous 
period, we cannot leave the problems that we in our generation 
have cleated to the next generation which is likely to have prob­ 
lems ol its own even it ours are solved in our day.
